Czar and His Ally, France, 
Extend Their Alliance to 
Cover Interests in 
Far East. 


PLANS TO DEFEND THEM. 


England and Japan Warned 
That Either Will Act in 
Kvent of Disturb- 

ance in China.-— 


NOTE MAY CONCEAL THREAT 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, March 20, 8 a. m.—France and 
Russia have warned Great Britain and Japan 
that the Franco-Russian alliance extends to 
the far East. 

A joint note conveying this warning has 
been addressed to all the powers, including 
America, and its text was made public late 
last night at St. Petersburg, Paris, and Lon- 
don—too late for careful analysis—by the 
London press. | 

In their joint note to the powers signatory 
to The Hague conference agreement France 
and Russia declare that they desire the 
maintenance of the statu quo in China and 
the attainment of complete tranquillity in 
the far East. Both declare that the Anglo- 
Japanese treaty supports the essential prin- 
cipals of their policy, and both admit that 
the treaty adds to the security of French 
and Russian interests in China. 

Up to this point the London press sees no 
menace in the Franco-Russian note. Several! 
London editors regard the note as a retort 
rather than a menace. 


Sees Menace to Peace. . 

But others, notably the Daily Mall, see 
something more than a veiled threat in the 
closing paragraph of the joint note. In this 
France and Russia notify the powers that 
either of them will, whenever it deems it 
necessary, take measures for protecting its 
own interests In China or Corea in the event 
of hostile action by any other power, or a 
repetition of internal disorder in China. The 
Daily Mail, which is, perhaps, inclined to 
take a sénsational view of any declaration 
by Russia, sees a distinct menace to peace. 

It is pointed out that Russia and France 
have assumed the right to judge for them- 
selves as to the exact moment when their 
interests may be jeopardized by internal Ois- 
ordets in China. 


Others Show Less Anxiety. 

The Morning Post, on the other hand, says 
the note is a declaration which all the world 
may read with equanimity. | 

The Times regards it as a significant in- 
dication of the great services rendered the 
cause of peace by the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance to which, it says, Russia and France 
think it better to say “ ditto’’ than to say 
nothing. 

Russia Modifies Demands. 

Cabling from Pekin the correspondent of 
the Times says that since the presentation 
of the American note and the Anglo-Japanese 
protests, Russia’s negotiations for the evac- 
uation of Manchuria continue under modified 
Russian demands, which point to an ulti- 
mate settlement. 

These include the withdrawal of Russia 
from between the Great Wall and Liao River 
within six months, from the Province of 
Mukden within a year, and, if the state of 
the country permits, from Kirin and Hellung- 
Chiang within eighteen months after the 
signing of the convention. ‘ 


Announced at St. Petersburg. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

ST. PETERSBURG, March 20, 8 a. m.— 
The Official Messenger prints the text of 
the Russo-French cenjoint declaration, sent 
on March 16 to the Austrian,” Belgian, 
British, American, Spanish, German, Italian, 
Dutch, Chinese, and Japanese governments, 

The note gays that France and Russia are 
for these principles is at the same time a 
guarantee for their special interests in the 
far Hast. 

‘‘ Nevertheless, they themselves being also 
obliged to take into consideration the eventu- 
ality of aggressive action on the part of a 
third power, or ‘of fresh troubles in China 
jeopardizing the integrity and free develop- 
ment of that power and becoming a menace 
to their own interests, the two allied gov- 
ernments therefore reserve it to themselves 
to consider in such case the means of assur- 
ing their protection.” 


As Seen in Paris. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, March 20, 3 a. m.—The announce- 
ment of the joint Franco-Russian note was 
issued to the press at a late hour. It was 
doubtless timed to add to the importance of 
President Loubet’s forthcoming visit to Rus- 
sia, and it is assumed it alms at emphasizing 
that the Franco-Russian alliance embraces 
ccéperation in the East as well as in Europe. 

Some regard it as a warning to England 
and Japan that any aggressive action on 
their part will produce a counter move by 
France and Russia. 

The morning papers comment with much 
satisfaction and approval upon the Franco- 
Russian declaration concerning the Anglo- 
Japanese convention, which they consider 
strengthens the chances of lasting peace in 
the far East, as contributing to the estab- 
Hshment-of the necessary balance of power. 


Will Keep an Open Door. 

“Tf,” says the Figaro, “‘ Germany and the 
United States have any misunderstanding 
regarding alliances and policy in China, or 
fears for the ‘open door,’ these are now 
removed. We are for the ‘ open door’ on the 
condition that nobody attempts to close it 

The Gaulois thinks this declaration comes 
at an opportune moment to remind Great 
Britain that her treaty with Japan does 
not leave her such a free field as she seems 


to believe.

BACH HOUSE A WORKSHOP 


DR. HIRSCH SEES BRIGHT FUT- 


URE FOR LABORING MAN. 


Declares in an Address Under the Aus- 
pices of the Industrial Art League 
That the Large Factories Wil! Dis- 
appear and That Electricity Will 
Carrry Into Each Artisan’s Home 
the Power to Operate Machinery — 
Others Sanguine of the Future. 


“ The abolishment of the great factories 
and a workshop within each humble home 
was the prophecy made last evening by Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch. The rabbi based his fore- 
cast on his confidence in the possibilities of 
electricity. é 

Dr. Hirsch was speaking at a meeting 
in the interests of the Industrial Art league 
held at Sinai Temple. The meeting was for 
the purpose of enlisting ald in behalf of a 
workshop to be built in connection with tho 
Jewish Manual Training School. 


It is intended that the workshop shall be | 


devoted to the development of handicraft 
as against the stereotyped product of the 
factory where the workman is kept at piece- 
work, with no opportunity of developing his 
talents. 
Draws Picture of the Future. 

“I see the day when steam shall be de- 
throned through the development of elec- 
tricity,”’ said Dr. Hirsch. “* The factory sys- 
tem of today will become unnecessary, and 
into every house power can be brought, 
which will drive each wheel for the artisan 
in his own little workshop. 

“The masses, which are causing the stu- 
dents of sociology so much study, will dis- 
integrate until they become not independent 
but interdependent artisans—artists in their 
ork, who shall have the opportunity to de- 
velop the best within them. 

* Until that time comes we must make a 
chance for a few and open the way for their 
talent or genius, and they will bring us joy 
in return in the articles they have created. 
It is not charity to help along this cause, but 
philanthropy in the highest degree, for it 
means the redemption of the workman.” 


Harm in Factory Atmosphere. 

In speaking of his work in behalf of the 
Jewish Manual Training School Dr. Hirsch 
declared that if all the rest of his work 
should be counted for naught he believed his 
life had not been in vain. He declared the 
atmosphere of the factory to be immoral. 
inasmuch as the dull routine gave no chance 
for the development of any mental faculties. 

“In the manual training school morality 
is taught in the work,” he said, “ for the 
puplis learn that they must be true to their 
ideals to produce true work, and they soon 
find that any departure from the rule brings 
an evil result. 

“And after we have trained these young 
people to work with their brains as well as 
with their hands; after we have brought out 
their talents, and they have finished the 
school, where can they go? The factory 
means death to all they have learned, and 
they will ask us like the children of Israel 


did Moses, why we have brought them into | 


the desert to die. It is for them that we 
wish to-build the new workshop, where they 


can 


in their education.” 


For a System of Workshops. 

While the speakers all disavowed any idea 
of attempting to revolutionize industrial con- 
ditions, they proposed the establishment of 
numerous workshops all over the city where 
skilled men and women may have the oppor- 
tunity of doing artistic handwork in wood- 
working, bookbinding, and similar lines. 
Subscription blanks were passed through 
the audience so that every one could havea 
chance to make some offering. 

Frank O. Lowden, President of the In- 
dustrial Art league, presided at the meet- 
ing. Professor George E. Vincent of the 
University of Chicago spoke on “ Labor and 
Life,” 

Mrs. Marguerite Springer talked on 
‘**Labor and Love.” Mrs. Springer urged 
the remodeling of the Golden Rule to suit 
the later discovery that love exists in every 
person, and is not something to be taught 
to him. The development of love, she 


thought, woul® come through man being | 


given congenial work, which would broaden 
his character and develop the latent good 
qualities. 

E. P. Rosenthal said that society has found 
the present economical system wanting, inas- 
much as it had produced nothing but restless- 
ness and discontent among the rich and poor. 
He showed how the purchase of sweatshop 
goods encouraged their manufacture, thus 
gtinding out the lives of the operators, and 
held that the general happiness of the peo- 
ple amounted to more than accumulated 
wealth.

President Studies Japanese 
Art of Self-Defense and ° 
Joins the Order of 
Embokkwai.” 


‘KILLS WITHOUT A MARK’ 


Chiet Executive Instructed in 
Secrets Which Make, Men of 
Island Kingdom Terrible 
in an Encounter. 


WILL NEED NO BODY GUARD. 


Washington,_D. C., March 19.—[Special.]— 
While Congress is wrestling with the propo- 
sition to pass a bill to protect the President, 
Theodore Roosevelt is learning the art of 
* jujutsu’’ as an additional means of self- 
protection. 

When it is reme that the President 
is physically a powerful man—that he can 
box with the best of amateurs, that he is 
highly skilled in all kinds of wrestling, that 
he knows “ savate,"’ the French art of boxing 
with the feet—it will be seen that, when he 
has mastered the art of self-defense only 
taught to the nobles of Japan, he will be an 
unsafe man for any one to tackle, unless the 
attack comes through treachery. 


How O’Brien Learned Art. 


Professor John J. O’Brien is the man who 
is teaching the method of “ killing without 
a mark’’ (the English of embokkwai’"’).. 
Professor O’Brien has long been known as 
the only teacher of that art in America. 

O’Brien was, for ten years Chief of Police 
of Nagasaki, the port where more desperate 
characters abound than any other in the 
Fast. He was so popular there that he was 
initiated into the order of “ Embokkwai,” 
the sole purpose of which was to teach, per- 
petuate, and protect the secrets of “ ju- 
jutsu.”’ 

In it strength counts for little, Skili, quick- 
ness of hand and eye, a strong hand grip, 
with the knowledge of the holds, makes a 
comparatively weak man a match for a man 
vastly superior in brawn and weight. | 

The art is redolent of Eastern cruelty, ex- 
cept for the fact that it is intended pri- 
marily for defense. It is, however, speak-. 
ing militarily, defensive, offensive, 


Experts Can Perform Wonders. 

Experts can do fearful things; by it arms 
can be broken, bones wrenched from sockets, 
thé “heavy bones of the leg 
fractured like pipe stems, and even the neck 
broken. Weapons are useless, no defense is 
possible. 

Its work is so quick and sudden that it lacks 
all the elements of the spectacular, and when 
exemplified upon the stage it is always ‘‘a 
frost."" The spectators see a big, powerful 
man walking or rushing toward a man, 
slender, erect, steady, and watchful. A 
quick movement and the big man is writhing 


| in pain on the floor, or is so badly hurt that 


nature mercifully sends him relief. 

Except that a score can be handled as 
quickly as they come there is nothing to be 
seen. It is weird, and seems half Hastern 
magic, or what skeptical Americans call 
“a fake.”” But no man who ever met a mas- 
ter of the art ever concluded that there was 
anything of the fake about it. 


Preisdent Needs No Aid. 

So when President Roosevelt has added 
the knowledge of this art to his répertoire 
he will be a man half or wholly insane who 
will try to assault him and allow him half a 


chance. 

And Theodore Roosevelt, horseman, dead- 
shot, boxer, wrestler, ‘‘ savattem,’’ and mem- 
ber of the ‘‘ embokkwi,’’ will need little aid 
from Congress or any but his own splendid 
body, heart,@nd brain to care for himself at 
close quarters. -

SEEK WAY TO GUARD PRESIDENT 


Senate Devotes Muth Time to Measure 
Making Attack on Executive a 
Capital Crime. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—During the 
entire.session of the Senate today the bill 
providing for the protection of the President 
o the United States was under considera- 
tion. 

Mr. Spooner of Wisconsin contended that 
the government had an absolute and in- 
herent right to protect itself against as- 
saults made either upon itself or upon any 
of its officers. He maintained that an as- 
sault on the President was in the nature 
of things an assault on the government. 

Mr. Hoar, in charge of the measure, eluci- 
dated some arguments he had made previ- 
ously, and Mr. Teller of Colorado and Mr. 
Bailey of Texas spoke briefly upon the bill. 
The Texas Senator said he could not sup- 
port the measure as it stands because he 
could conceive of an assault made upon the 
President as a person and not as an official 
of the government. 

Mr. Culberson [Texas] offered a substitute 
which makes the assassination or attempted 
assassination of the President, Vice Presi- 
dent, or the sovereign of a foreign country 
within the jurisdiction of the United States 
punishable by death; those who shall coun- 
sel or advise the killing of the President, or 


eign of any foreign country shall he pun- 
ished by imprisonment not exceeding twenty 
years.

Canals today presented to the Senate the 
“majority and minority reports of that com- 


title of the new Pahama Canal company and 
its right to transfer the Panama Canal prop- 
erty to the United States for $40,000,000. 

The objections of the majority to the title 
held by that company are based largely on 
the relations of the canal company to the 
governments of France and Colombia, but 
the committee also discusses at length many 
other phases of the question. Among these 
is the relation of the shareholders who sub- 
scrived $260,000,000 to the old Panama com- 
pany, whose interests the report holds can- 
not be lightly regarded. On this point the | 
report says: 

‘The spectacle of the United States Con- 
gress authorizing the President, as the agent 
of our government, to conduct a trade with 
such a corporation (the new Panama com- 
pany) without constilting France as to the 
claim of independence it (the new Panama 
company) asserts will be entirely new in the 
history of nations, and its consequences can- 
not be lightly disregarded. 

Original Investors Considered. 

** Among these is the serious danger of the 
United States being drawn into disagreeable 
relations with a large and influential body 
of the worthy people of France whose friend- 
ship for us has been cherished during the 
entire life of our republic. 

“ Unfortunately the report of the Isthmian 
Canal commission reveals the fact that men 
who make this offer are chief among those 
who defrauded these 600,000 or 800,000 
Frenchmen of $250,000,000."’ 


Severe on the New Company. . 

Speaking further of the obligations of the 
new company to the old, the majority say: 
*“‘If Mr. Eifell and his associates get $40.- 
000,000 from the American pepole, it is well 
that they are sheltered from the claims of 
these defrauded and despoiled bondholders 
and stockholders by the alleged despotism of 
French ‘courts. They would never escape 
justice in American courts and would be com- 
pelled to account for every dollar of the 
money to the bondholders and to the stocks 
bearing interest beforé applying any of it 
to the profits of their speculation.”’ 


Minority Thinks Title Is Clear. 


The minority report, which was prepared 
by Senator Kittredge, completely upholds 
the title of the new Panama company and 
says: ‘‘ The title of the new Panma com- 
pany to its concessions and other property 
appears from the facts and documents which 
have been laid before the subcommittee and 
is clear and free from any complications. 
For a transfer of its concessions to the 
United States the consent of Colombia Is 
requisite, but this consent has been given 
by. the government of that country as fully 
as it can now be given.” 

**On every other point the right of the 
new Panama Canal company to transfer its 
property to the United States is perfectly 
clear. Every link in the chain of its title 
and every step in the course by which it 
became in a position to sell its property, 
free and clear, is plain and satisfactory.” 


Reasons for Wanting to Sell. 


The report then reviews the entire origin 
and history of the Panama Canal company 
and finds that the affairs of the old com- 
pany were disposed of by a French court 
in a straightforward way when that com- 
pany became insolvent, and that the court 
had a perfect right not only to appoint a 
liquidator or receiver, but to confer upon 
him, as was done, power “ to grant or con- 
tribute to any new company all or part of 
the corporate assets.’’ 


GEN. OTIS ENDS HIS NARRATIVE. 


Concludes His Examination Before the 
Senate Philippine Commis- 
sion. 


Washington, D. C., March ,19.—General 
Otis concluded his testimony re the Sen- 
ate Philippine committee today. Referring 
to his order of Sept. 3, 1898, directing the 
. withdrawal of the insurgent troops outside 
the defenses of Manila, General Otis ex- 
plained that a commission from Aguinaldo’s 
Cabinet visited him. 

In the discussion which followed he said 
they did not mention the fact that the towns 
immediately adjacent to Manila were not a 
portion of the city. Hec ed as ridiculous 
Aguinaldo’s request to receive a portion of 
the northern part of Manila occupied by 
the Spaniards in trade for some of the south- 
ern part of the city held by the insurgents. 

General Otis said Aguinaldo had demanded 
the right to occupy the palace and to make 
appointments which caused General Merritt 
to cable Washington for instructions. The 
reply was that there must be no dual occu- 
pation. 

General Otis detailed the circumstances 
attending the capture of Hloilo, the offer of 
the Spanish General, Rios, to hold the place 
against the insurgents pending the arrival 
of United States troops, and thei capture

Tival of the United States troops. 

Aguinaldo, he said, was overjoyed when 
he learned that the detachment had been 
sent out, because he (Aguinaldo) declared 
that the first shot would be fired at Iloilo 
which would bring on war between the 
United States and the insurgent forces. 
General Otis said he had cabled Washington, 
saying that the taking of Iloilo meant war 
in the islands, and had received the response 
to defer action, which he did until the in- 
surgents made war on the United States 
forces in Manila. 

Senator Patterson asked General Otis if 
the idea of the Filipino people regarding the 
hopes and aspirations for independence was 
a mistaken one. 

** No man ever worked harder in the inter- 
est of peace than-I,”’ said the General, ‘* but 
if the United States troops had attacked 
the Filipinos and driven them out of the city 
when they first got there it would have been 
much better. They got exceedingly ‘ cockey ’ 
after awhile, and thought they could sweep 
us into the bay.”’ 

Further on he remarked that he had an 
idea, however, formed previous to the break- 
ing out of hostilities, that the insurgents 
_— to drive the Americans out if they 
cou 

“ Admitting,” said Senator Patterson, 
“ that they were there to overawe the people, 
did you have any doubt in your mind that 
the hope of the Filipino army was inde- 
pendence?” 

"They never intended to secure inde - 
ence, but to set up a government under Agui- 
naldo,"’ was the response. 

“When you were communicating with 
Aguinaldo,” inquired Senator Patterson, 
“as the General in command of the 
forces, did you at heart believe him to be a 
robber and a looter?”’ 

General Otis declared he did not say Agui- 
naldo Was @ robber and a looter. He char- 
acterized him as much better than the ma- 
jority of the Filipinos.

HOUSE HAS CUBAN BILL 


Provides for a Twenty Per Cent Re- 
ciprocal Agreement with Cuba te 
Terminate at End of 1903—Cuba in 
‘Return Must Adopt Certain Immi- 
‘gration Laws and Other Regula- 
tions—President Given Authority— 
Opposition Holds Meeting. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—Chairman 
Payne of the Ways and Means committee 
tcday introduced the following bill entitled 
“To provide for reciprocal trade relations 
with Cuba,” as a result of the Republican 
conference decision last night: 

“ That for the purpose of securing recipro- 
cal trade relations with Cuba the President 
is hereby authorized, as soon as may be, 
after the establishment of en independent 
government in Cuba and the enactment by 
said government of immigration and exclu- 
sion laws as fully restrictive of immigra- 
tion as the laws of the United States, to enter 
into negotiations with said government with 
a view to the arrangement of a commercial 
agreement in which reciprocal and equiva- 
lent concessions may be secured in favor 
of the products and manufactures of the 
United States by rates.of duty which shall 
be less by an amount equivalent to at least 
20 per cent ad. valorem upon such products 
and manufactures than the rates imposed 
upon the like articles when imported into 
Cuba from the most favored of other coun- 
tries and shall not be greater than the rates 
imposed by the United States upon the like 
articles imported from Cuba; and whenever 
the government of Cuba shall enact such 
immigration and exclusion laws and shall 
enter Into such commercial agreement with 
the United States and shall make such con- 
cessions in favor of the products and manu- 
factures thereof as aforesaid, and which 
agreement in the judgment of the President 
shall be reciprocal and equivalent, he shall 
be authorized to proclaim such facts, both 
as to the enactment of such immigration 
and exclusion laws and the making of such 
agreement. and thereafter until the first day 
of December, 1903, the imposition of the 
duties now imposed by law on all articles 
imported from Cuba, the products thereof, 
into the United States shall be suspended, 
and in lieu thereof shall be levied, collected, 
and paid upon all such articles imported 
from Cuba 80 per cent of the rate of duty 
now levied upon like articles imported from 
foreign countries. 


Power Conferred on President. 


“ The President shall have power, and it 
shall be his duty, whenever he shall be sat- 
isfied that either such immigration:or ex- 
clusion laws or such agreement mentioned 
in this act are not being fully executed by 
the government of Cuba, to notify such gov- 
ernment thereof, and thereafter there shall 
be levied, collected, and paid upon all articles 
imported from Cuba the full rate of duty 
provided by law upon articles imported from 
foreign countries.”’ 


Opposition Holds Conference. 


The “ steering committee ”’ of the element 
which has opposed the Ways and Means 
committee reciprocity plan met this after- 
noon at the call of Representative Tawney 
of Minnesota, chairman of the committee, 
and with several other leaders in the move- 
ment canvassed the situation carefully. 

Individually most of those present ex- 
pressed a desire to carry the contest to the 
floor of the House. It was considered de- 
sirable, however, to take no action until all 
of those who voted in conference against 
reciprocity were called into conference. 
This meeting will be held later. 


Cubans Want More Concessions. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—The de- 
cision of the Republican members of the 
Ways and Means committee to report to 
Congress a 20 per cent reduction as the basis 
of a solution of the Cuban reciprocity prob- 
lem is not at all satisfactory to «Cubans 
who are now in New York. According to 
them so small a reduction for only one year 
does not give the required relief. 

General Palma said today: ‘‘ Ido not wish 
to criticise the action of Congress, but I will 
say that if nothing better is done the Cuban 
people will be greatly disappointed. 

‘There are millions of dollars invested in 
sugar mills which cannot be operated until 
a reasonable price is obtained for the prod- 
uct.”’ 


MAKE PROGRESS ON RIVER BILL 


House Disposes of 27 of the 116 Pages 
of Measure, Although Debate 
Takes Wide Range. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—The House 
today made fair progress with the river and 
harbor bill. After the close of general de- 
bate twenty-seven of the 116 pages of the 
bill were disposed of. No amendments were 
adopted. 


OPPOSES FRENCH’ TREATY. 


Senator Aldrich Makes Argument in 
Senate Against Ratifying Reci- 
procity with France. 

Washington, D. C., March 19.—The Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations today list- 
ened to an argument by Senator Aldrich in 
opposition to the ratification of the French 
recipricity treaty. He said that in making 
the concessions provided for in that treaty 
the United States was securing only the low 
tariff rates of France, which are uncondi- 
tionally granted to other countries and which 
should be ours by right. 


COYNE RELIEF BILL PASSED. 


Senate Acts on House Measure Reliev- 
ing Chicago Postmaster of 
Amount of Robbery. 


Washington, D. C., March 19.—Soon after 
the Senate convened today a House bill for 
the relief of F. E. Coyne, Postmaster at Chi- 
cago, was favorably reported by Mr. Mason, 
chairman of the Committee on Postoffices. 
and Post Roads, and passed. The purpose 
of the measure is to relieve Postmaster 
Coyne from the loss of $74,610, the value of 
stamps stolen by burglars on Oct. 19, 1901. 


SIR HENRY IRVING ATTACKS 
BACONIAN THEORY AS FOLLY. 


Actor Says It Must First Be Shown 
That the Intellectual World of Eliz- 
abeth Was Party to a Fraud. 


Princeton, N. J., March 19.—[Special. ]— 
Sir Henry Irving lectured before the stu- 
dents of Princeton University in Alexander 
Hall this afternoon on “ Shakspeare and 
Bacon.""

Sir Henry wore his bright red academic 
gown. He attacked the Baconian theory 
from a @ramatic standpoint, arguing that 
only @ man. had been thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the stage could have produced 
Shakespeare's plays; that Bacon, the philos- 
opher, could not have accomplished it.

MISSOURI SUPREME COURT

of the aged pensioners’ bill to a second read- 
ing in the House of Commons yesterday was 
a wngulat tribute to the influence of Joseph 
chamberlain. The measure followed the 
tines. laid down by him in many public 
speeches. and aimed to provide pensions for 
above the age of 65, without dis- 
habits of thrift. Mr. @reene 
moved the second reading in a candid'speech, 
in which he estimated the cost of the scheme 
at’ from $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 annually, 
divided between the Treasury and the local 
authorities, and there was no serious op- 
position on either side of the House. While 
neither local rates nor the Treasury are in 
gq state for so large an addition to the public 
burdens, there was a general disposition to 
‘ganction the general principle of old age pen- 
sions, and the government supporters were 
willing to make political capital out of so 
‘yadical a measure of state socialism. By 
passing the bill to second reading Chamber- 
jain’s favorite social policy has received gen- 
eral Tecognition. 


Provisions of the Measure. 


Briefly, the measure provides that men 
and women at the age of 65 or over shall be 
paid a pension of not less than five shillings 
($1.25) nor more than seven shillings ($1.75) 
per week, providing they have not an income 
from any eource of more than ten shillings 
$2.50) per week and are , in all respects 
worthy. 

The pensions are to be paid by the local 
authorities out of the district funde. To this 
fund the National Treasury will make an 
annual contribution, not to exceed one-half 
of the estimated cost of the pensions. : 

At Joseph Chamberlain’s suggestion a 
conference of officers of friendly societies, 

‘representing 4,000,000 members, met in Lon- 
don last October to urge Parliament to pass 
this old age pension bill. 

It is estimated that there are in the United 
Kingdom 450,000 persons who would be el- 
igible to pensions under the law.

TERROR REIGNS IN HAYT 


LEADING CITIZENS THROWN INTO 
PRISONS, OTHERS FLEE. 
Justice of Supreme Court and Promi- 
nent Persons Accused of Conspiracy 
and Placed Under Arrest—Some Ap- 
peal to the Protection of Foreign 
Flage and Take Refuge in the Conm- 
sulates—Several Disappear and Aré 

Believed to Have Been Executed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE cHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
PORT AU PRINCE, Hayti, March 19.—As 


\a résult of wholesale arrests made here today 


a reign of terror exists among persons who 
have expressed dissatisfaction with the gOvV- 
ernment. The revolutionary movement is 
Spreading through the island, and the ar- 
rests here today of persons charged with 
conspiracy are part of the plan of the gov- 
ernment to discourage any possible acces- 
sions in Port au Prince to the ranks of the 
revolutionists, 

The total number of arrests is not known, 
but many are known to have been taken 
to prison charged with conspiring against 
the government. As incarceration in a Hay- 
tian prison is regarded as a punishment only 
little less than death, great anxiety Is felt 
among the friends of the men taken in to- 
day's dragnet. 

A number sought refuge in the foreign con- 
Sulates, among these being M. Seneque, a 
candidate for the Presidency against Simon 
Sam. He applied to the French Consul, but 
was refused protection. 


Supreme Judge in Prison. 
Among those imprisoned are Supreme 
Court Justice Bourjolly and General Des- 


touche, two of the most prominent men i 
the island. 


There has been an outbreak at Jacmel, and. 


Minister of Public Works Le Conte has been 
sent there at the head of a force of troops 
to suppress it. 

President Simon Sam's known determina- 
tion to keep his office at all costs, and the 
unusually severe measures he is taking to 
discourage opposition, creates great anxiety 
lest many innocent persons suffer. 


Hint of Secret Executions. 


‘The reports that several political leaders 
opposed to the President have been sccretly 
executed have caused resentment among 
those not otherwise the enemies of the gov- 
ernment. The President is said to fear as- 
sassination, 


-In its eighty-eight years of independence 
Hayti has had seventeen Chiefs of State, and 
only one, Saget, lived to retire peacefully 
at the end of histerm. Dessalines, the first 
President, was assassinated; Emperor 
Christophe killed himself just in time to es- 
cape a worse fate—that of being thrown 
from the high precipice at the rear of his 
famous castle of La Ferriere; Petion died in 
office, from a fever or poison—it has never 
been clearly established which; Boyer and 
Riviere fled and died in exile; Guerrier died 
in office, like Petion; Pierrot abdicated, and 
was permitted to end his days in Hayti, but 
kept himself carefully in obscurity. 


This One Dies from Poison. 

Riche died in office, and no doubt exists 
that he died from poison; Soliuque, another 
of the Emperors, fled, and spent almost all 
the rest of his life in exile; Geffrard fled to 
Jamaica; Salnave fied, but was caught and 
shot by his successor; Domingue died in ex- 
ile; Canal abdicated, and is in exile; Salo- 
mon fled to Cuba, and died in exile; Legitime 
fled after having been thrown from power 
by revolution; Hippolyte died in office. Al- 
though there were reports that he had been 
‘assassinated, it is probable and hardly 
doubted now that he, at least, died a natural 
death. 


Calls It Election Disturbance. 

Washington, D. C., March 19.—‘‘ A Presi- 
dential election is pending in Hayti,’’ said 
Mr. Leger, the diplomatic representative of 
that island to the United States, to night, 
“and I think the arrests and agitation re- 
ported in today’s dispatches from Port Au 
Prince are an, outcome of the campaign 
which is being carried on by the cangidates 
for that office.’’

English Court Restores Conjugal Rights 
to Wife of the Eccentric 
Young Earl.

LONDON, March 19.—The court today or- 
dered the restitution of the conjugal rights 
of the Countess de la Warr. Earl de la 
Warr, who left the Countess some time ago 
on the ground of incompatability of temper, 
did not defend the case.

KIBL, Prussia, March 19.—The German 
battleship Kaiser Wilhelm II., having on 
board Emperor William and Admiral Prince 
Henry of Prussia, arrived here at 5:80 p. m. 
His Majesty and the Prince were welcomed 
with the firing of salutes and cheers fromthe 
naval squadron which he commands. 

Prince Henry landed at dusk and joined 
Princess Henry and his sons. 

The conversation between the royal 
brothers is, of course, not a matter concern- 
ing which those surrounding Emperor Will- 
iam and Prince Henry have been taken into 
the royal confidence further than to know 
that the brothers had a falk today lasting 
several hours, and that Prince Henry told 

mperor William his experiences from the 
beginning to the end of his trip. 


Why He Skipped Chicago Stock-Yards. 

Prince Henry does not know why he did 
not visit the Stock-Yards at Chicago, except 
that he was advised by John E. Wilkie, chief 
of the secret service, that it would be better 
to omit this part of the program, as the 
Polish workmen at the Stock-Yards might 
create a disturbance. Mr. Wilkie explained 
the reason of this change in the program to 
the owner of the packing-house it was in- 
tended to visit, and, although arrangements 
were made to see the packing-houses pri- 
vately, it was later found inconvenient to 
do so. 

Mr. Wilkie is spoken of in the warmest 
terms by Prince Henry’s companions for his 
discretion and his careful arrangements for 
the Prince’s security. 


Given Only One Scare. 


The only occasion when the least alarm 
for the Prince’s safety was felt was when 
a member of the party saw a man enter 
the Prince’s car at one end while Prince 
Henry was on the platform at the other 
end bowing to the crowd. This man was 
ordered out of the car. He hesitated, and 
then withdrew. A few minutes later he 
ewas seen working his way through the 
crowd in order to get nearer the Prince, 
This man wore a long coat, under which 
anything might have been concealed. A 
member of the Prince’s staff pointed out 
this person to Mr. Wilkie, who at once 
said: 

“ Why, that is one of my men.”

“KING OF PATAGONIA” DEAD. 


Achilles I., Who Held Royal Court in 
Paris Since 1871, Dies Leaving 
Throne to an Unknown. 


PARIS, March 19.—Achilles I., known as 
the “‘ King of Patagonia and Araucania,” 
died here of pneumonia yesterday. Achilles, 
who had his court in a modest apartment on 
the Place de la Nationl, succeeded his sec- 
ond cousin, Antoine I., on Sept. 17,1878. The 
latter, who was originally a lawyer of Peri- 
gueux, went to South America and claimed 
to have become King of Patagonia in 1861. 

Achilles, whose real name was Laviarde, 
accompanied Antoine on his travels, re- 
turned to Paris, and assumed the royal title 
on Antoine’s death, Achilles, in view of 


‘ the difficulties between Patagonia and Chile,

San Francisco, Cal., March 19.—Ten jade 
tablets on which, almost 200 years ago, a 
Chinese workman engraved an acknowl- 
edgment of the wisdom, power, and goodness 
of Shun Che, the founder of the Tartar 
dynasty tn China, are locked in the safe of 
the Customs Appraiser, John T. Dare, await- 
ing authority from Washington to return 
them to the Emperor of China or his rep- 
resentative. 

The stones are one foot in length, six inches 
wide, and nearly an inch thick. 

They were taken by the Customs Inspector 
from a private soldier returning from serv- 
ice in China. It is believed that they were 
taken as loot.

SHAMOCIN TALKS STRIKE 


ANTHRACITE MINERS ARE NOT 
PLEASED WITH SITUATION. 


President Mitchell Reads Replies from 
Various Operators Refusing to Meet 
Union Representatives—Letters Are 
Carefully Worded, but Meaning Is 
Clear—Much Feeling Is Aroused 
Among the Men, Who Insist Upon 
Right to Be Heard. 


Shamokin, Pa., March. 19.—[{Special.]— 
Prospects of a general strike being ordered 
among the anthracite coal miners are in- 
creasing each day. There are 150,000 men 
employed in the hard coal fields. Their 
wages average from $2 to $4a day, accord- 
ing to abilities, as piece work or the tonnage 
system prevails. The average price paid in 
the region is $2.03 per ton. 

These miners dig about 5,000,000 tons of 
coal each month. The anthracite coal oper- 
ators contend that the sof®coal miners are 
seeking to have the anthracite miners strike 
so they can secure much of the trade. 

The districts that will be affected by a 
strike, if ordered, are known as the Wyo- 
ming, Lehigh, and Schuylkill regions, and 
cover the Counties of Carbon, Columbia, 
Dauphin, Lackawanna, Lugerne, Northum- 
berland, Schuylkill, and Susquehanna. 


Convention Gets to Work. 


The miners’ convention today began the 
consideration of whether the notices posted 
by the operators at the various collieries, an- 
nouncing a continuance of existing condi- 
tions, shall be accepted or rejected. 

President Mitchell today reiterated his de- 
nial that the visit of Secretary Ralph M. 
Easley of the Civic federation concerned the 
situation in the anthracite coal region. When 
asked if he would make any further effort 
to see J. Pierpont Morgan, Mr. Mitchell said 
he had made no arrangements looking to 
that end. 

The sentiment of the delegates was for 
the first time officially expressed during the 
morning session of the convention. Presi- 
dent Nicholis of District No. 1, speaking on 
‘the question of a Scale committee, said: 

‘**The men of our district want their coal 
weighed, and they are ready to fight for it if 
necessary.” 

This is taken as an indication that most 
of the delegations have come to the conven- 
tion with instructions to insist on concessions 
by the operators. 

The Credentials committee made its final 
report, which showed the total number of 
delegates present to be 631, with 926 votes. 

The convention decided to. appoint a Scale 
committee of twenty-one members, seven 
from each district, and a Committee on Kes- 
olutions, consisting of three members from 
each district. 


Operators’ Replies Are Read. 


The next business in order was the report 
of the special committee, consisting of Presi- 
dent Mitchell and the district Presidents, ap- 
pointed at Indianapolis to seek a conference 
with the operators. President Mitchell an- 
nounced that letters had been received from 
the operators, and he deemed it advisable 
for the convention to consider them in execu- 
tive session. 

President Mitchell said later: ‘ The let- 
ters, while couched in different language, 
are all ef the same purport—a positive re- 
tusal to confer with the representatives of 
their employés upon the wages to be paid 
and the eonditions of employment which 
should obtain.’’ 

President Mitchell addressed the conven- 
tion, and he stated that he advised caution 
and prudence in arriving at any decision as 
to further action. He reviewed the efforts 
made by the officers of the union to maintain 
peace and harmony in the coal regions by the 
adoption of humane measures and the best 
methods of adjusting wage differences. He 
spoke also of the failure of the operators to 
respond to the employés overtures. 

*“* What the final outcome will be is, at this 
time, purely problematical,’’ was the con- 
cluding sentence of his statement. 

No Agreement at Brazil. 

Brazil, Ind., March 19.—It now begins to 
look as if there would be a deadlock between 
the block coal miners and the operators, who 
are in session, in a second effort to reach an 
agreement on the scale for the coming year.

Will Refuse to Work in Stores | 
Where the Prices Are 
Below the Standard. 


PERFECT A NEW UNION. 


Members Pledge Themselves to 
Discourage the Sale of All 
Opiates. 


HONOR FOR WOMAN TOILER. 


Supported at least in sympathy by the 
Retail Druggists’ association, the drug 
clerks have begun their fight against cut- 
rate druggists. They launched their move- 
ment as a full-fledged labor organization 
yesterday afternoon. 

In the declaration of principles adopted 
by the clerks at the Great Northern Hotel 
yesterday afternoon, when the organization 
Was installed as a member of the Retail 
Clerks’ International Protective association, 
they announce their determination to stand 
by the legitimate druggists. 


Declaration of Principles. 
The declaration is as follows: 
“No clerk, who is a member of this or- 


ganization, shall be permitted to work in a 
cut-rate store. 


“It shall be the duty of clerks to discour- 
age the sale of cocaine, morphine, or opium 
to habitual users of those drugs. Under no 
circumstances shall either drug be sold with- 
out a prescription. 

“It shall be the duty of this association 
to discourage the use of drugs by any of 
its members. | 

“The members of this association shall 
seek in every honorable way to educate the 
public not to patronize druggists employing 
unregistered clerks. 

“We demand the abolition of sleeping- 
rooms in the drug stores: 

“We demand a work day of from ten to 
twelve hours, for the betterment of our own 
condition, and the protection of the public. 

‘We pledge ourselves to purchase articles 
bearing the union label, and to urge our 
employers to sell union made goods.”’

GIRL STUDENTS SCOUT ASSER- 
TION OF ECONOMICS CLUB. 


Deny That Their Gymnasium Facilities 
Are Poor and Their Class Instruc- 
tion Inefficient in Effort to Make 
Them Inferiorsto Men—Especially 
Do They Denounce the Story of Ap- 
pearing on the Campus in Anything 
but Street Costume. . 


Women students at the University of Chi- 
cago greeted with scornful laughter the 
complaint of the Social Economics club that 
coeds were badly housed in their gymnasium 
and indifferently taught in their classes. The 
statement that they appeared In the campus 
in gymnasium clothés was denounced as 
false. 

“The club woman who says she saw some 
of us girls on the campus in our ‘gym’ 


. glothes either does not know what a gym- 


nasium suit is or she has never been on the 
campus,” said one of the girls. “ No girl in 
the University of Chicago ever walked across 
the campus in gymnasium clothes.” 


University Officials Deny It. 


Officers of the ufiiversity resent the idea 
that the young women are being crowded 
out of equal rights with men in the uni- 
versity, as well as the statement that their 
gymnasium facilities are poor. 

“The statements of the way the girls in 
the university are mistreated are not only 
wrong, but absurd,” said Dr. T. W. Good-, 
speed, secretary of the Board of Trustees. 
“The equipment of the girls’ gymnasium 
in the Hyde Park Baptist Church is excel- 


‘lent, considering the fact that the place fs 


only temporary quarters. The girls have 
their own lockers and every girl has her 
own key. The gymnasium is fitted with 
baths and there is every convenience that 
most first-class women's gymnasiums offer. 
The girls do not have to walk several blocks 
to their gymnasium while clad in gymnasium 
costume. It is a ridiculous assertion. No 
ome ever saw such a thing and no one who 
understands how the university is conducted 
would believe it. 

' “So far as the men getting better accom- 


-™Wodations than the women is concerned, 


any one can see that the women’s gymna- 
sium is better and pleasanter than the men’s. 
The men are to have a new gymnasium and 
the women also. Next year the young wom- 
en will have the present school of education 
building for their clubhouse and gymnasium. 
The building is new and well adapted for 
the purpose. 

“In every department of the university 
work the women always have and always 
will be given equal advantages with college 
men. Thus far the women have even had a 


little better care. Their dormitories, for in- 


Stance, have been much better than those 
which the men occupied. There is abso- 
lutely no action thought of by’the university 
which will tend to lessen the privileges of 
the young women.”’ 


Girls Ask a High Board Fence. 

To shield girl athletes from the gaze of 
passers by, the coeds have asked the uni- 
Versity that a high board fence be built 
about a lot adjoining the gymnasium in 
the church. The request was made to Dr. 
Goodspeed yesterday. The girls want a 
space inclosed so they can play baseball, 
basketball, and other games outdoors dur- 
ing the spring months.

Paderewski Recital. 


The subdued light in the hall would have 
sufficed to tell the observant that Pade- 
rewski was to give a recital in the Audi- 
torium yesterday. No other concert givor 
has realized, as has the eminent Polish 
pianist, how potent is the subtle influence 
exerted by light upon an audience’s atten- 
tion and musical receptive powers. Wagner 
realized it and inaugurated a reform in the 
world of opera, but Paderewski is the only 
artist who thus far has attempted to do 
away with the uncomfortable and exciting 
giare that prevails in our concert-rooms. 

The softened light in the Auditorium yes- 
terday was therefore peculiarly Paderew- 
skian, and any chair other than the substan- 
tial, deep-seated one he invariably uses 
would have seemed out of place before the 
piano on the stage, any wait less than twen- 
ty minutes in duration would have seemed 
an abnormally short delay before the re- 
cital began, and any person other than he 
would have seemed as a stranger appearing 
at the side of the stage, and, after a bow, 
moving leisurely to the piano. Everything 
was just the same as it has been on so many 
occasions made memorable in the past by the 
unique art of this master-poet among plan- 
ists. The same, and yet, in so far as he him- 
self was concerned, not exactly the same. 
There has been a slight but noticeable 
change in his appearance and manner since 
he was heard here before, and there has 
been a change even more noticeable in his 
style of playing. 

Whether wearing his hair combed back 
more severely from his face, whether in- 
crease of health and strength has brought 
greater physical vigor, or whether the 
change has been in a measure a mental and 
psychic one, certain it is that Paderewski's 
personality gave the impression yesterday 
from the stage of possessing something a 
shade more masterful and assertive, a de- 
gree more serious, a suggestion bigger in 
every way than it ever has before. And 
this change in personality reveals itself ina 
change similar but even more marked in 
his playing. Listening to him and compar- 
ing his work with that he did in years gone 
by brings realization that, while there has 
been no lessening of his artistic and poetic 
sensitiveness, no weakening of his keen ap- 
preciation of the beautiful in tone and 
nuance, no coarsening, there has come to 
him recently a broadening and expanding 
and that he is today not only a poet of 
beauty and sentiment but that passion and 
virility such as he never before has re- 
vealed are also his. The last times Pade- 
rewski played here he was criticised for a dis- 
position, never before shown by him, to force 
the piano to climaxes beyond the limits of 
its tonal beauty. Yesterday's recital showed 
that these spots seen on the glory of his 
work two years ago were but the products 
of a stage of transition, and that he now has 
found himself in his new style, and, although 
he plays more. broadly and more pow- 
erfully than he did when he made 
piano playing the loveliest that the 
present generation of concert-goers has 
ever known, yet he has not failed to remem- 
ber that art to be enduringly attractive and 
potent may not with safety be divorced from 
beauty. At ro time yesterday did he climax 
a piece at the expense of tone beauty and 
nobility. His fortissimo was splendidly 
sonorous, but it was unfailingly free from 
the clang of wire and the thud of wood. 

The recital began with Beethoven’s 
Waldstein Sonata. Ever since he played 
it here at the first recital he gave in Chi- 
cago, over ten years ago, this Sonata has 
been remembered as serving to reveal some 
of Paderewski’s most striking excellences 
as a pianist in their most attractive light. 
None of the eminent players now before the 
world has succeeded in delivering the brief 
Adagio with such ravishing tonal loveliness 
and such complete exposition of its emo- 
tional content as has he, and none has ac- 
complished the transition from the Adagio 
to the Rondo with so much of poetry and 
dignity and such ennobling of the easily 
cheapened subject of the Rondo. Yesterday 
again, these two movements were’ inimita- 
ble in the beauty, poetry, and sentiment 
that distinguished them. Some HlHsteners 
might take exception to the rapid tempo 
at which the first movement was taken; but 
no one with an ear sensitive to tone color 
could find aught but delight in the exquisite 
shades and tints used by the pianist through- 
out this work. His playing of the glissando 
octaves in the Prestissimo, which Btilow de- 
clared impossible, was, as it ever has been, 
a source of wonderment and delight. 

The Song,’’ the “ 

Song,” and the Song in G major (op. 62, 
No. 1) of Mendelssohn, prefaced one of the 
most gorgeous performances of Schumann’s 
Etudes Symphoniques,it has ever been the 
privilege of Chicago concert goers -to hear. 
Gorgeous is the word best descriptive, for 
in color splendor the performance Paderew- 
ski gave these mighty variations was unique. 
And it was in them, too, that his increase 
in breadth and largeness of interpretative 
style and manner was most strikingly re- 
vealed.

Edward Green, Who Once Made Millions 
in the Philippines, Dies at His 
Home in Vermont. 


Bellows Falls, Vt., March 19.—Edward 
Green, husband of Hetty Green, known as 
the richest woman in America, died at his 
home here today. He had been ill for a 
long time of a complication of diseases. 


Edward Green was over 80 years old and 
had retired from all business activity many 
years ago. He was a native of Vermont 
and made a large fortune in Manila, which 
he afterwards lost in Wall street. It took 
him over seventeen years of hard work 
to pile up his millions in the Philippines, 
and when he returned-to Bellows Falls he 
fell. in love with Miss Hetty Robinson, who 
was then one of the belles of the village. 
The parents of Miss Robinson objected to 
the match because Green was several years 
older than the young woman. It is a tradl- 
tion, however, that Green’s apparent ability 
to make money and his already large for- 
tune won. the day. 

Edward Green and his bride went to Lon- 
don to live and remained there for over a 
year, when financial affairs in America 
demanded their return. 

Mrs. Green had inherited a large fortune 
from her father, and with that of her hus- 
band they were more than rich. ‘ 

Mr. Green wanted more and lost all he 
had in Wall street. His wife, on the con- 
trary, added to her wealth in every trans- 
action she undertook. 

Over ten years ago Mrs. Green arranged 
matters so that her husband would be com- 
fortable for the rest of his life.

DRIVEN ASHORE, 


British Queen, Burned in Ho- 
boken Pier Fire, Menaces 
New York Water Front. 


BREAKS LOOSE FROM TUG. 


Flames Spring Up Anew and 
Threaten to Spread to the 
Wharves and Factories. 


ARMS FOR BOERS IN CARGO. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—The 
steamer British Queen, which was burned 
in the Hoboken pier fire on Tuesday night, 
was driven ashore by the wind at 6 o’clock 
this evening while being towed to the Morse 
iron works in South Brooklyn, off the Thir- 
ty-ninth street ferry. Shortly afterward it 
began to blaze. 

The factories on shore in the vicinity were 
afraid the sparks might start another water 
front fire. At midnight firemen were on the 
Bush and Jones piers ready for an emer- 
gency. 

The Thirty-ninth street ferry stopped run- 
ning at 7 o’clock because the pilots could 
not see their way in the smoke. 


Two Dead in. Pier Fire. 

Only two deaths in the Hoboken pier fire 
have been reported. Patrick Hussey of 
Hoboken, one of the six longshoremen 
burned, died this morning at St. Mary’s 
Hospital in that city, and the police reported 


that Thomas J. Cooney, a fireman on the 


fireboat Seth Low, was drowned while help- 
ing extinguish a blazing lighter off Gev- 
ernor’s Island. 
said to be missing. Nore of the other pér- 
sons burned will die. The property lose is 
variously placed at from $750,000 to $1,500,- 
000, but it is probably much nearer the for- 
mer than the latter figure. 


Guns for Boers in Cargo. 


In the course of the fire several small ex- 
plosions were heard. Some are said to have 


-been on the burning steamer British Queen 


and others were on the pier among the mer- 
chandise which, it was said, was to form 
part of the British Queen’s cargo. 

Today a large number of cartridges and 
shells, some of the latter empty and some 
loaded, were found on -the approach to the 
burned pier. There were also a half-dozen 
Krag-Jorgensen rifles and some shotguns. 
A report spread that the guns and munitions 
of war were to have been shipped by this 
British ship to the Boers. 

Superintendent Mason of the pier declared 
he knew nothing of the guns or the am- 
munition. At the office of the agents of the 
line it was said positively the British Queen 
was not to carry anything of the kind. 

The fact remains that the ammunition and 
guns were on the pier. . 


Thrilling Escape of Engineer. 
Chief Engineer Robert Scott of the British 
Queen, who was thought to be lost, turned 
up today, and he told a dramatic story of 
his escape from the burning ship. He re- 


tired to his room on the ship early on Tues- 


day. night. . When the smoke and noise 
aroused him everybody else on the ship, as 


far as he knew, had left it. He was driven 
back from the companion way leading to 
but finally got 


the deck several times, 
through. 


On deck he noticed a Belgian, a member 


of the crew, who seemed to be in trouble, 
and he called to him to follow him. The 
rman paid no attention to him. Scott says 
he dropped overboard holding on to a rope. 
He swam to a lighter and climbed aboard. 


He says he sank unconscious on the deck of 


the lighter, and staid there until he was 
aroused again by smoke and flames. He 
then discovered the lighter was on fire. 
Jumping overboard again, he made his 
way to the steamer Heathburn, which had 
been hauled out into the stream, and, catch- 
ing the rudder, hung on forty-five minutes. 


He finally attracted the attention of a sailor 


and was hauled aboard. Scott was badly 


burned. 
Seek Cause of Fire. . 
The police and fire departments of Ho- 
boken were busy today trying to find out 
the cause of the fire. They denounced as 
groundless the story that some of the Brit- 
ish Queen's men had started it to “ get 
even "’ with sotme of the officers. Late this 
afternoon they were well satisfied it was 
caused by electric light wires.

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TOM BURNS DIES; 
HEART FAILURE, 


Member of Famous “Stone- 
wall Infield” Follows Wil- 
liamson and Kelly. 


IS FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Greatest Third Baseman of His 
Day—Less Successful as 
a Manager. 


PRAISE BY ANSON AND HART. 


New York, March 19.—[Special.]—Thomas 
E. Burns, manager of the Jersey City Base- 
ball club, was found dead in bed this morn- 
ing at the home of P. T. Powers, President 
of the Eastern league, in Jersey City. A 
physician who was called said death was due 
to heart disease. Burns came to New York 
from Springfield on Wednesday in order to 
be in closer touch with his team. He com- 
plained of being ill, and at the invitation of 
Mr. Powers went to the Powers home, where 
he remained. Tuesday night he said he felt 
better than he had for some time. 

His wife, who was Miss Margaret Walsh 
of Springfield, Mass., and a son survive him. 


Thomas Everett “Burns was born in 
Holmesdale, Pa., March 30, 1857. While he 
was still a boy his parents moved to New 
Britain, Conn., where, as a lad, he began 
playing baseball on the crack amateur teams 
of that section. In 1876, when he was 19

years oki, he began his career as @ profes- 
gional player. His first engagement was 
with the Providence team, and he was then 
an outfieléer and change catcher, where al- 
ternating behind the bat he caught Ned Han- 
lon, who was then coming into prominence 
as a pitcher. 


First Trial at Third Base. 
Near the close of that season his manager 
base, and he played there 
under protest for two weeks. Rather than 
eontinue at the position where he afterward 
became famous he quit the team at the end of 
the year and went to Auburn, N. Y., to play 
the outfield. In 1878 Burns went to Hornells- 


‘Wille in the old International league and the 
Zollowing year he played with Dunlap and 


Tianlon on the then famous Albany (N. Y.) 
team. It was there he make the reputation 
which brought him to Chicago in 1880, 
Burns came to Chicago as a shortstop, and 
in that year took his place in the most fa- 
mous group of players ever organized—the 
“ stonewall infield "’ of the old White Stock- 
ings. It was this quartet of infielders 
whose names are known wherever baseball 


is played today which did so much toward 
- winning the National league pennant three 


times in succession. Burns, Williamson, 
Pfeffer, and Anson, along with their batter- 
fes—Flint, *“‘ King’ Kelly, Corcoran, and 
Clarkson—were the first combination to 
delevop team play to anything like its pres- 
ent-day height in skill and science. They 
played the game with their brains, and each 
vied with the other in thinking out and ex- 
ecuting trick plays to catch their opponents 
napping. Some of the plays still used most 
effectively were originated by these men, 

and they were the first to introduce the long 
familiar fashion of throwing the ball around 


- the infield for practice while the catcher was 


putting on his mask. 


Trades Places with Williamson. 
Foremost of these brainy players was 
Tom Burns, who shot into immediate popu- 
larity with the public and his associates. 
He was kept at shortstop until 1885, when 
the club moved from the lake front to the 


- old Congress street grounds. In that year 


Burns changed places with Willtamson, and 
it was then that he attained his greatest 
1eputation as a player. He became unques- 


 tlomably the greatest third baseman of his 


time, and there are many who maintain for 
all time. With his quick grasping of an op- 
portunity, his nerve and fearlessness, ably 
seconded by the greatest of catchers, so 
mmany opposing base-runners were caught 
stealing or napping at third that the players 
feared to leave the base while there for 
fear of being caught. 

This combination was effectually broken 
up by the brotherhood war, in which Burns 
was the only one to stick to Captain Anson . 
and the club. He became Anson’s right- 
hand man and chief adviser, and when he 
contracted a fever early in the spring of 
1892 at Hot Springs which promised to keep 
him out of the game for the season, he was 
kept on the team, although he never wore 
a uniform, and merely “used his head’’ 
from the bench. Early in that campaign, 
however, the Pittsburg club, which needed 
@® manager, bid high for his release, and, 
because it promised better things for him, 
the club allowed him to go. But the Pirates 
were an ungovernable lot that year, and 
Burns found the press arrayed against him. 


Success at Springfield. 

In 1898 he became manager of the Spring- 
field (Mass.) team of the Eastern league, u 
position which he filled successfully for five 
seasons, winning the pennant in ‘95, and 
heyer being out of the race. Upon the expir- 
ation of Anson's contract with the Chicago 
club In '98 Burns was made manager of his 
old team, and in the first year raised the 
Playing standard so that it climbed from 
ninth to fourth place in the league race. 
‘The following year he was less successful, 
and was succeeded in ‘99 by Loftus. Burns 
returned to his home, which was then at 
Springfield, and managed the Eastern league 
team there in 1900. Last year that fran- 
ehise Was awarded to Buffalo, and fora part 
of the year Burns managed the team under 


»ghe late James P. Franklin, This year he 


Was awarded the Jersey City franchise by 
the Eastern league, and had his team prac- 
‘ically completed at the time of his death. 

> As @ manager Burns brought out such star 
Players as Jimmy Callahan, Fielder Jones, 
mow of the new White Stockings, Walter 
Woods, and Dick Harley, Burns was known 
as the most temperate of ball players, and 
never drank or smoked. He was always pop- 
ular with his teammates and later with the 
players under him, but his own exemplary 
habits and honesty toward his employers 
made it difficult for him to realize the neces: 
sity..of strict and sometimes harsh disci- 
plinary measures. To this fact ts generally 
Stiributed his failure to fulfill as a manager 


‘the great promises indicated by his success 


player and fleld general. 


“Seven of a Famous Team Are Dead.

Recent demonstrations have proven to the 
satisfaction of its constructors that the 
elements will be a valuable assistant in keep- 
ing the exterior of the new Tribune Build- 
ing clean and bright.

LAW FOR FREE TRANSFERS} 


CAR LINES DEFEATED BY JUDGE 
BALL’S SWEEPING DECISION. 


Jurist Rules That the Companies Must 
Make Long Hauls for Five Cents 
and Holds That the City Has the 
Right to Regulate Rates—Consoli- 
dated and Union Traction Concerns | 
Not Separate—Big Victory, Says 
Mayor Harrison. - 


The city’s right to regulate the street 
railway fares and to demand transfers to 
and from all lines operated or controlled 
by the same company was sustained yes- 
terday by Judge Ball. 

The test camé on an action brought against 
the Union Traction company by thirteen 
citizens of Austin. After having been re- 
fused transfers from the Union Traction 
to the Consolidated Traction lines they sued 
the Union Traction company and won their 
case before Justice Gibbons, a fine of $50 
being imposed on the company for each of 
the thirteen complaints. The company ap- 
pealed, and Judge Ball now has held against 
it. 

Corporation Counsel Walker and Mayor 
Harrison declare that the city has won an 
important victory by the decision. The 
transfer rule will be enforced at once, they 


say. 
_ City’s Rights Defined. 

Four points were set forth definitely by 
Judge Ball. They were: easy 

1. The Union and Consolidated Traction compa- 
nize must recognize transfers from the lines of 
one company to those of the other. 

2 The Union Traction company and the Con- 
solidated Traction company are. practically one 
corporation. . 

8. The ordinance passed by the City Council in 
1897 requiring a five-cent fare to all points within 
the city limits is valid. 

4. The city has a right to regulate street railway 


fares. 
Basis of the Decision. 


Judge Ball in delivering his opinion de- 
clared the power of legislative bodies to 
regulate the rates of common carriers within 
reasonable bounds was established in 1871, 
when such power was delegated to the City 
Council by the Legislature. 

The exercise of this power must be rea- 
sonable, the Judge held. If the law cannot 
be enforced without too great hardship, he 
said, the law is vold. The common carrier 
is entitled to reasonable compensation, and 
the passenger is entitled to transportation 
for a reasonable fare. 

Judge Ball then referred to the five-cent 
fare law of 1897, and declared it still valid. 
He said there was no evidence that the 
giving of transfers would result in finan- 
cial loss to the street railway companies. 
The court thought it would not. 

In speaking of the practical unity of the 
two roads, Judge Ball said the evidence 
showed that the Board of Directors of the 
consolidated road has no hand in the opera- 
tion of the ines. Both corporations, he said, 
are in control of the Union Traction com- 


pany. 
Say It’s a Big Victory. 

Corporation. Counsel Walker said of the 
decision: 

“Tt means transfers from the West Side 
to the North Side, and back again. We will 
begin immediately to enforce the ordinance. 
It will be extremely valuable to working- 
men and others who have to travel from one 
of these two divisions of the city to another.”’ 

Mayor Harrison said: ‘ There will be joy 


in Bowmanville tonight. Now, the next | 
thing to do is to start right out to gain the 
benefit of the decision. We wili devote our 
best efforts to securing for the people the 
fruite of this victory.” 

Alderman Frank L. Race, who was a party 
to the suit, said: “It is a big victory. It 
will be particularly gratifying to residents 
of Austin, Jefferson, and other suburbs."

SAYS CALL WAS INSULT 


DR. M’ELVEEN'S BOSTON FRIENDS 
ANGERED BY JENKINS’ ACT. 


Chicago Committeeman’s Return of 
Letter Declining to Come to This 
City Shocks Shawmut Congregation 
—Ministers’ Associate Declares He 
Declined by Telegraph Before An- | 
nouncing Decision to His Own Peo- 
ple—Union Park Church Apologizes. 


Boston, Mass., March 19.—[Special.]—The 
action of Robert E. Jenkins, chairrhan of 
a committee of the Union Park Congregation- 
al Church of Chicago, in returning unopened 
to the Rev. W. T. McElveen, pastor of the 
Shawmut Congregational Church of this 
city, a letter in which, presumably, he de- 
clined the call to Chicago, was a great shock 
to members of McElveen’s congregation. 
One of Dr. McElveen's closest friends says 
the call, under the circumstances, was an 
insult to the Boston minister. 

Dr. McElveen went to New York on. Mon- 
day for a week’s rest. His wife said today 
no letter had been received from Chicago 
since her husband sent in the notification 
of non-acceptance of the call. 


Says Decision Was Telegraphed. 

Frank Wood, a friend of Dr. McElveen, 
who is thoroughly in touch with the mat- 
ter which the clergyman has had under con- 
sideration, said today: 
>“ The report from Chicago concerning the ‘ 
return of Dr. MeEIvéen’s lettér unopened 
states that the final announcement was first 
made to Shawmut Church, which is not true, 
because I know a telegram was sent to the 
Union Park Church, which must have been 
received before the announcement was made 
here, stating that the’ Lord had made it 
plain to him that it was his duty to serve 
him here. 

‘“‘The committee must have known wha 
Dr. McElveen’s final decision probably would 
be, because no encouragement was ever 
given them that he would go to Chicago. A 
telegram was sent them on Feb. 27, fol- 
lowed by a letter on the same day, which 
was as final a refusal as he could write. 
Yet, after they had received both the tele- 
gram and the letter, the Union Park Church 
gave him a unanimous call, which, it seems, 
would have been impossible if the commit- 
tee had not concealed from the church the 
actual condition of things and the facts in 
relation to the letter and telegram. 


Attitude of Dr. McElveen. 

“Dr. McElveen, of course, considered it a 
great honor and compliment and was dis- 
posed to treat them with all kindness and 
consideration, and at a meeting of the of- 
ficers of the Shawmut Church on last 
Wednesday he said, although his mind was 
fully made up as to what his duty was, he 
did not wish the Union Park Church to think 
he had decided without due consideration, 
and he proposed to permit a week or two 
to elapse before he gave them a final decision. 

“The officers of the church were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the following 
Sabbath, which was the third anniversary of 
his coming to Shawmut Church, would be 
the proper time to announce to the church 
his final decision, and that it was also the 
truest kindness to the Union Park Church 
that it should know his decision as speedil 
as possible. 

Considers Call an Insult. 


“It is an unheard of thing for a church to 
give a unanimous. call to a minister they 
have never heard preach, and it is especially 
strange that they should give such a call 
a letter and telegram stat- 
ing that the Lord had made it plain to him 
that it was his duty to serve him here. If 
a .call had come to me under such circum- 
stances I should have considered it an in- 
sult, as either they did not believe me or 
supposed they had power to overrule the 
Almighty.” 


Apologize for Jenkins’ Act. 

The members of the Supply committee of 
the Union Park Congregational Church met. 
in special session yesterday and sent to Dr. 
McElveen a telegram deploring the action of 
Chairman Jenkins in returning his letter to 
him unopened. Of the original committee of 
eight six signed the telegram, Chairman 
Jenkins and another member being absent 
from the meeting. 

* Members of the Supply committee are 
much grieved that Mr. Jenkins should have 
taken upon himself the authority he did,” 
said P. F. Pettibone. “ For my own part 
I cannot see that Dr. McElveen committed 
any breach of courtesy toward our church in 
reading his refusal of our offer to his con- 
gregation before he sent it to the Supply 
committee. Dr. McElveen had not refused 
to consider a call from us before we sent 
him the unanimous call of the church. He 
was asked to preach two Sundays in March, 
but he declined. We did not consider his 
reply favorable, but thought it likely he did 
not wish to be regarded as a candidate for 
the pastorate. A committee went to his 
church to hear him preach and after that the 
call was sent. We are sorry matters have 
eome to the state in which they are. I think 
all the members of the Supply committee ex 
cept Mr. Jenkins share my opinion.” |

Captain Hayes Reinstated. 

An opinion drawn by Assistagt Corporation 
Counsel Mason restored Captain Hayes to 
his position from which he was retired on 
March 11. 

Of the action taken by the Chief in retiring 
Captain Hayes the opinion said: 

‘If he is unfit to act as Captain of Police 
charges may be preferred against him under 
the civil service act and rules. If heis phys- 
ically unable to perform the duties of his 
position the Police Pension board may retire 
him on a pension. I do not think he can be 
legally retired without his consent on the 
ground that he is more than 50 years of age 
and has served more than twenty years in 
the Police department.”

_ Western Contingent Pushing Colo- 
rade Fuel Rushes It Up Seven 
Points, Then Permits It to Fall—In- 
terest in Local Tractions Renewed.

NEW YORK, March 19.—[Special.}]—There 
was the usual shifting of speculative activ- 
ity today from stocks that have recently re- 
ceived attention to others that have been 
comparatively neglected. 

The stocks that were taken in hand were 
Sugar Refining, which led the list in respect 
to activity, and scored a net gain of 24% 
points; Tennessee Coal and Iron, which re- 
tained about half of a maximum advance 
of 2 points; Atchison common, which was 
exceptionally strong throughout, and closed 
4% per cent higher than last night; and, 
among the less active issues, Chicago, In- 
dianapolis and Louisville common; at a net 
gain of 4% points; Colorado Fuel, at a net 
gain of 4 points; New York Air Brake, New 
York Chicago and St. Louls common and 
second preferred, and St. Louis and San 
lrancisco common and second preferred. 

There was a continuation of the unex- 
plained upward movement in North Ameri- 
can. It rose 6 points, but lost practically 
all of its improvement. 


Colorado Fuel was second only to Sugar 
Refining in respect to activity, and the open- 
ing in it was wild, owing to the brash manip- 
ulation of the Western speculators, who 
have taken charge of the market for the 
stock, Transactions were made at 107, but 
@ reaction of several points followed imme- 
diately, and the final price was five points 
below the highest. 

The magnitude and timidity of the short 
interest in Amalgamated Copper was re- 
sponsible for a net advance of nearly a 
point in the price of that stock. 

Minor industrials that made a fairly good 
showing were General Electric, Internation- 
ai Paper issues, International Power, Na- 
tional Biscuit, and Westinghouse Electric. 


The revival of local interest in Chicago 
Union Traction continues. The sudden de- 
velopment of activity in this stock was 
based upon prospects that the corporation 
tax law of Illinois will be declared unconsti- 
tutional by the courts, equally good pros- 
pects that a combination will be formed 
between the company and the City railway 
of Chicago, and the fact that the two cor-' 
porations named are working in harmony in 
the matter of securing extensions of their 
franchises. 


The reactionary features of the market 
were Evansville and Terre Haute, which 


sustained a net loss of 2% points, Reading | 


issues, and a number of the less active 
stocks that have recently advanced sharply. 
Because of these movements the market 
presented an irregular appearance. 

There was a falling off in the transactions 
in bonds, but the tone continued firm. In 
the outside market there were heavy deal- 
ings in Colorado Fuel and Iron convertible 
6s, at an advance, at 10544, and a subsequent 
reaction to 103%.

Therefore, for the pres- 
ent at least, the residents in the suburbs 
may not get the iower rate of fare they de- 
sire. The Union Traction and Consolidated 
Traction companies are, as Judge Ball says, 
-“practicaly one corporation.’”” There has 
been for the last two years and more an op- 
erating agreement between the two com- 
panies which has put the entire control of 
the Consolidated Traction company in the 
hands of the Union Traction company. 
There has been as yet no conclusive decis- 
fon to the effect that in such a case as thisa 
passenger can ride on the lines of both roads 
for one fare. The Council has passed an or- 
' Ginance that a passenger shall have the right 
to do tffis within the city limits. That or- 
@inance is sustained by Judge Ball, who says 
the city has a right to regulate street car 
fares within reasonable bounds. Judge 
Ball's decision is one which the patrons of 


street car lines will wish to see upheld by 


the higher courts, but their view of the case 
may differ from his.

RELIEF FOR CUBA. 

By a great majority the Republicans in 
the House of Representatives have voted 
that there shall be a reciprocal agreement 
with Cuba on the basis of a 20 per cent 
reduction in the Dingley law duties on 
Cuban products. This is not quite so larg2 
a reduction as should be made, but it will 
give material relief to the Cuban producers. 
They will get better prices for their sugar 
and tobacco. They alone, and not some 
sugar or tobacco “trust,” will reap the 
benefit of these lower duties. 

For the purpose of pacifying some of the 
beet sugar men it was agreed that there 
shall be attached to this proposed reciproci- 
ty agreement a proviso that it shall expire 
on Dec. 1 of next year. This is not a 
gracious provision. It is not calculated to 
awaken much enthusiasm among the Cuban 
planters, who desire permanent and not 
temporary reciprocity. Nevertheless, this 
proviso will not be such a serious matter. 
If for the space of a twelyemonth American 
products are admitted into Cuba on the 
payment of duties materially lower than 
those which foreign products have to pay 
American trade with the islaud will be 
greatly increased. It will be increased so 
much as regards the products of the farmer 
and the manufacturer that a failure to ex- 
tend the reciprocity agreement will not be 
tolerated by American producers. 

Another proposed condition of the reci- 
procity agreement is that the Cuban gov- 
ernment shall enact immigration and ex- 
clusion laws similar to those of the United 
States. Fears—probably groundless — are 
entertained in some quarters that the Cuban 
planters will invite Chinamen to the island 
if not prevented, in order to have cheap 
labor. The Cuban government will con- 
sent to enact these laws. ‘The fact that 
it will be asked to pass such laws and wiil 
comply with the request simply illustrates 
the dependent status of theisland. No real- 
ly independent country would be asked to 
shape its legislation after that of another 
country as a condition of freer commercial 
intercourse. 

The Cuban government will be installed 
about May 1. ‘There will be no delay on 
its part in assenting to a reciprocity agree- 
ment. Therefore it is desirable that Con- 
grds should dispose of this question during 
the next six weeks, so that Cuban pro- 
ducers—and American producers also—may | 
get, without unnecessary delay, the bene- 
fits of the limited reciprocity which is to be 
given them. 


INVITING THE COMPANIES. 

The Council has invited the traction com- 
panies to enter into negotiations for the 
genewal of their privileges. The companies 
should accept the invitation. The Council 
has resolved also that if by June 15 the com- 
panies shall not begin negotiations or shall 
fail to present reasonably satisfactory 
propositions steps be taken “to call the 
attention of capital to the fact that the city 
has valuable transportation privileges to 
dispose of.” 

The invitation should come from the trac- 
tion companies. ‘They should be the ones 
to come forward respectfully to ask the 
municipality on what terms it is willing 
to grant them a renewal of their privileges. 
The companies are not willing to make the 
first advances and the Council cannot af- 
ford to stand on its dignity and await them. 
The city needs revenue from the traction 
companies. Citizens need better service. 
It is the evident intention of the com- 
panies to continue the use of the cables 
and antiquated appliances and methods until 
they know what the future has in store for 
them. i 

The Council can lose nothing by calling 
the attention of capital to the value of the 
important transportation privileges whica 
expire next year. It is possible that capi- 
tal needs no information on this point. If 
capitalists have‘ not thus far given any 
indications of being interested in the ques- 
tion the reason is that they assume the 
present holders of the privileges are likely 
to obtain a renewal of them. 

If it shall seem likely in the near future 
that the traction companies and the city 
will not come to terms, capitalists will come 
forward unsolicited with offers. Generous 
offers will be made by responsible bidders, 
and Chicagoans will have a better idea than 
many of them have now of the value of 
transportation privileges in the city. 

The situation is complicated by the 
ninety-nine years’ law, the validity of which 
has not yet been passed on by the courts. 
That law if sustained by the courts would 
not cover all the lines of the traction com- 
panies. There are lines quite outside its 
ecope for which capitalists would make lib- 
eral offers if given an opportunity to do so. 
They are watching the progress of events 
in Chicago with quiet interest. They will 
be here whenever there is an opening for 
them.

AN EPIDEMIC OF HANGINGS. : 
It is a curious feature of the working 
of justice in Mississipp: that whereas for 
several years past it has been the State 
where iynchings have been most frequent 


this year thus far not a single case of 


lynching has occurred there. wudge Lynch 
scems to have surrendered his functions to 
the regular courts of justice, which are pro- 
viding the gailows with a remarkabie num- 
ber of victims, black and white. Nine, 
seven white and two colored, have been 
hanged since Jan. 1. In one day, the llth 
inst., there were four hangings, one in eacn 
corner of the State. During the next few 
days there will be several more, and no 
less than a score are booked for the gallows 
during the next sixty days. 

The State is in the midst of an epidemic 
of hanging, and the law-abiding people ap- 
prove of it, as they believe it will exert 
a deterrent influence on the criminal 
classes. This remains to be seen. Nearly 
all of those thus far hanged have met their 
doom either with indifference or with brag- 
gadocio. One of them, John Sasser, on being 
notified that he was to be hanged between 1U 
a. m. and 1 p. m., and asked if he had any 
choice as to the hour, promptly and coolly 
replied: “ Let her go at lo’clock, I'll stay 
in the game until the limit.” If this is the 
general view taken of legal execution by 
the Mississippi murderers it is questionable 
whether it will exercise any specially good 
influence on criminals. 

If the people of Mississippi have decided 
to let the courts administer justice instead 


and order, and it will have a good influence 
upon other Southern States where the mob 
has been too much in evidence. Once the 
courts are ip full operation and justice is 
again seaifiioteesd by them it will be for 
the benefit of the entire community, black 
and white. It may then be anticipated 
that crimes by blacks will measurably de- 
crease. Crimes by whites can be looked 
after by the courts and in time they may 
decrease also. 


ENJOINING THE RAILROADS. 

A new attempt is being made to enforce 
the wholesome provisions of the interstate 
commerce law as to thé secret cutting of 
rates by railroads and the payment of re- 
bates. These are the illegal and inequit- 
able practices which have made fortunes 
for some men and corporations at the ex- 
pense of others who have found it impos- 
gible to compete with their favored rivals. 
These are the practices that built up the 
Standard Oil tompany. 

Bills have been filed at Kansas City 
against railroads running east from that 
city to restrain them, their officers, and 
employés from carrying out agreements to 
transport grain or provisions at rates dif- 
ferent from those set forth in their pub- 
lished schedules, and also to restrain them 
from paying rebates or making any conces- 
sions whereby freight is carried for less 
than schedule rates. Similar bills are to be 
filed against other roads. 

Railroads have often gone to the courts 
for injunctions addressed to persons who 
were, as they alleged, violating the law 
to their injury. They have frequently ob- 
tained these injunctions, and sometimes 
the courts have been violently abused for 
‘granting them. Under the circumstances 
the railroads cannot feel abused when they 
are ordered to refrain from the violation 
of laws enacted for the protection of ship- 
pers against indefensible discriminations. 

Some railroad officers have admitted that 
they have extended special favors to some 
shippers and at the same time have said 
that they did so with reluctance, but that 
these favored shippers had “a way with 
them” which was so potent that these 
officers simply had to yield to it. They 
should be thankful to the Department of 
Justice for coming to their assixtance by 
supplying them with a new reason for re- 
sisting the importunities of these shippers. 
The officers of these enjoined roads will 
henceforth be able to say to these shippers 
that they dare not disobey the express 
injunctions of a court, for if caught doing 
eo they would find themselves in exceedingly 
hot water. | 


SENSIBLE OPTIMISM. 

Dr. Albert Shaw, editor-in-chief of the 
Review of Reviews, made a speech day. 
before yesterday at the quarterly convoca- 
tion of the University of Chicago. In the 
course of that speech he made a statement 
of his opinion with regard to the social 
and economic conditions of the time. lt 
was a statement that deserves to be repro- 
duced verbatim. He said: 

Not only is it not im the least true that 
gnoney, capital, mere dead material possessions, 
ere getting the better of human flesh and blood, 
and that mankind is coming under a new form of 
elavery, but exactly the opposite is true. Capital 
and labor, of course, must continue in association 
with each other, but of the two it is labor that 
constantly grows stronger. 

This is not the kind of talk one would 
hear from a professional agitator who feit 
that he could thrive only by convincing 
the people that they are rapidly approach- 
ing a precipice over which they will plunge 
to destruction if they do not elect him to 
office. On the other hand, it is not the talk 
of. the fatalistic optimist who is content 
to fold his arms and watch creation while 
it moves onward to that far-off divine 
event which is understood to be its goal. - 
It is rather the talk of an optimist after 
the order of John Fiske, an optimist who 
believes in effort and struggle and who is 
convinced that effort and struggle will be 
successful. To such a man, as Mr. Fiske 
was never tired of saying, it is certain that 
human society will in time . reach that

EADOWS is the mildest mannered 

man that ever shota duck. All the 

y round he sits at his desk in a 

Chicago office building. As arule he 

is the most quiet and domestic of 
men. He goes home to his wife and family 
every evening at 6 o’clock and on Sunday he 
escorts his brood to the church of which he 
is a pillar. ; 

But when the ice breaks up in the spring 
and the newspapers begin to print pictures 
of long wedges of wild geese flying north 
he becomes for the time being a heathen 
and a savage. The lust of blood is hot upon 
him and he suffers severely until he slips 
away with. his gun and a party of friends to 
spend a “ quiet Sabbath in the country.” 

His annual outbreak occurred last week.
